he committee has made it clear: 
up and schedule up. The CFP 
challenged not just athletic 
ctors but entire conferences to 
heir scheduling muscles. And 
e strength of schedule isn’t the 
factor used to determine the 
25—CFP executive director 
Hancock would be quick to point 
out that no criteria are weighted 
in this oh-so-subjective system—it 
is certainly one of the most oft- 
referenced and concrete measures 
the committee can point to when 
justifying its weekly rankings. 

It’s why a one-loss Bama was 
slotted in at No. 4 in the first CFP 
Top 25 last Nov. 3, ahead of four 
unbeaten Power 5 teams. It’s why 
a one-loss Houston hit its ceiling 
at No. 18. And it’s why the Sooners 
punched their semifinal ticket 
despite having fallen to 5-7 Texas. 

“When we're comparing schools, 
we throw [strength of schedule ] 
right up on the screen,” Alvarez says. 
“Who had they played, what their 
opponents’ records were. That’s very 
important, your quality wins.” 
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Which means fans should enjoy a 
philosophical scheduling shift toward 
more big September Saturdays. 

Witness: The Big 12 has mandated 
that all schools (Baylor too!) play 
one noncon against the Power 5 or 
Notre Dame, effective as soon as 
existing contracts allow. The SEC 
too must face a Power 5 or “major 
independent” starting this year, while 
the ACC adopts a similar scheduling 
decree in 2017. 

And here’s what’s fun about it: 
Losing is OK. No, really! 

From 1998 to 2013, only 13 out 
of the 32 teams that vied for the 
BCS championship entered the title 
game with a regular-season loss. 

In the fledgling playoff era? Six 
of eight playoff teams have done so. 

“You can recover,’ Alvarez says. 

Just look at two-loss Stanford. 

Thanks to “body-clock” issues, or 
just a dialed-in Northwestern, the 
Cardinal fell to the Cats in Evanston 
in Week 1 last year ... then beat 
Notre Dame, won the Pac-12 and, 
despite a loss to Oregon, finished 
in the conversation for a playoff spot 
at No. 6 in the CFP’s final ranking. 

“It allows there to be more 
than just a statistical analysis,” says 
Stanford coach David Shaw. 

“That those conversations happen 
makes me feel a lot better. Forget 
about for us but for college football.” 

Of course, not every team is 
scheduling for the CFP—many are 
simply after an easy W and the six- 
win mark. But for the 25 programs 
(give or take) realistically vying for 
the sport's biggest prize, the impor- 
tance of at least trying to beat one of 


their own is officially a movement. 


A QUALITY

“T think we'll see more challenging 
schedules in the near future,” says 
Oklahoma AD Joe Castiglione. “But 
as much as everybody would love to 
see marquee nonconference games 
every single week, we have to realize 
that the difficulty of the conference 
schedule is always tough, regardless 
of what conference and what year.” 

In other words: What's best for the 
fan isn’t always best for the fan’s team. 

The key, he says, is striking a 
balance in the schedule, highlighted 
by one blockbuster opponent. Here 
comes the tricky part, though: It’s a 
guessing game. Athletic directors 
often schedule as much as a decade 
in advance, so there is no way to 
guarantee an opponent will be 
top-five or even top-25 material. 
Strength of schedule also evolves 
throughout the season as opponents’ 
résumés change. What might look 
like a big win in September can 
morph into a shrug come November. 

Clemson AD Dan Radakovich 
knows those potential pitfalls well. 
He’s on the committee. His program 
played for the 2015 title. And he has 
a formula: two Power 5 opponents 
(one of which is always rival South 
Carolina), one Group of 5 team and 
one in-state FCS squad. 

“It shows that you're going out 
and trying to play at the highest level 
of the FBS, which is the Power 5 
group,” he says. “In any particular 
year, you have to be fortunate as 
your body of work is looked at. Were 
the teams you played really good?” 

Many top-ranked teams playing 
on Sept. 3 will answer yes—win 
or lose. And that, ultimately, will be 
a victory for everyone.

“I’m not sure what they think 
they're hiding,” says Old Guy No. 1. 

“Yeah, I already got their playbook 
down,” Old Guy No. 2 replies, raising 
his fists. “Running backs right ... 
running backs left ... throw it if we 
need to. Repeat.” 

He doesn’t just have Stanford’s 
playbook. He might very well have 
the game plan for December’s play- 
off field. After a breakneck decade 
of spreading and slinging and trick- 
eration, the running back is back. 

“It’s a great time to be playing 
football,” says McCaffrey, a junior 
who totaled 437 touches in 2015— 
rushing, receiving, returning and 
even throwing three passes (two for 
TDs). “There's a lot of creativity in 
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the game. I know we're Stanford 
and known for pounding the 

ball, but that definition isn’t what 

it used to be. You have to doa 

lot of different things now, especially 
as arunning back. It’s fun.” 


AFTER MORE THAN a decade of riding 
shotgun, running backs are reclaim- 
ing their turf one carry at a time. 
Three of the teams projected to still 
be in the College Football Playoff 
title hunt in six months are powered 
by elite runners: Oklahoma (Samaje 
Perine), Florida State (Dalvin Cook) 
and LSU (Leonard Fournette.) 

They head a growing list of runners 
expected to dominate the invita- 
tion list to December’s Heisman 
ceremony as well as the front end of 
next year’s NFL draft. 

This is on the heels of McCaffrey’s 
losing the 2015 award to Alabama's 
Derrick Henry, just the third runner 
this century to win the bronzed 
prize. Last year was the first time 
backs finished 1-2 in Heisman 
voting since 2009 and only the 
second time since 1994. What’s 
more, five of the top eight finalists 
were runners. This season three 
return—McCaffrey, Cook and 
Fournette—and they'll be challenged 
by other elite backs, from OU’s Perine 
and Oregon's Royce Freeman to 
UNC's Elijah Hood and Georgia's duo 
of Nick Chubb and Sony Michel. 


Heisman helpfuls 


Even programs that have pushed 
the passing envelope for a decade 
must now admit that there's a ceiling 
up there in the air. You want proof? 
Go check out the number of pass- 
heavy teams engraved on the BCS 
or College Football Playoff trophies. 
We'll wait. The road to No. 1 always 
travels right down the middle, with 
the trophy tucked firmly in the 
elbow of a tailback. 

“When I was with the Raiders, 
my boss Jon Gruden would say the 
same thing all the time,” explains 
Stanford head coach David Shaw, 
who learned the game at the feet of 
everyone from Dennis Green and 
Bill Walsh as a player to Gruden, 
Brian Billick and Jim Harbaugh as 
an assistant. “What you want to do 
on offense is present the illusion of 
sophistication but all in all remain 
very basic. You throw stuff at the 
defense, different formations, but 
then run a regular play that we just 
want to execute the right way. 

What does it take to execute the 
right way? That answer has always 
been the same. A smart quarterback 
and a great running back.” 

Shaw pauses, perhaps reflecting 
on the fact that he still hasn’t chosen 
a QB to replace the beloved Kevin 
Hogan. “And if your quarterback 
still needs time to figure just how 
smart he can be, your best friend will 
always be a runner who can take care

of things while you sort it out.” 
That’s what Ezekiel Elliott was 
asked to do while Urban Meyer sifted 
through injured QBs in 2014—and 
he ran Ohio State all the way to 
a national championship. That’s 
what Henry was asked to do as Nick 
Saban and offensive coordinator 
Lane Kiffin ramped Jake Coker up to 
speed, an approach that’s become the 
business model at Bama (see: Mark 
Ingram/Greg McElroy ’09 and Trent 
Richardson/AJ McCarron ’11) and 
has resulted in four national titles. 
So that’s what will also be asked 
of McCaffrey and other backs during 
a fall that features a remarkable 
number of contenders saddled with 
big questions at quarterback. As 
stressful as that might be for college 
coaches in the short term, it already 
has NFL types wiping away drool 
thinking about drafts of the future. 
Teams have praised Elliott, who 
was taken with the fourth pick of 
the draft. Elliott followed in the 
footsteps of Georgia’s Todd Gurley, 


whom the Rams took 10th overall 
last year, the first back taken in the 
first round since 2012. He responded 
by bringing the Rams just their 
second NFL Offensive Rookie of 

the Year Award since they drafted 
Jerome Bettis out of Notre Dame the 
year before Gurley was born. 

“T think running backs are coming 
out of college with an expanded 
knowledge of the game that they 
simply didn’t have before,” explains 
Saban, who coached two of the seven 
first-round backs selected since 
2011. “Even at places like Alabama 
or Stanford where we might be 
labeled as ‘traditional’ or ‘pro style, 
whatever you want to call it, we 
are always probing. We are always 
adding wrinkles. So as a result we 
are asking running backs to do more 
and process more and be more 
multidimensional all of the time. 
They are becoming like second 
quarterbacks on the field. 

“But,” he adds rather sharply, “it 
has to be the right kid to handle all 


of that. I can ask anybody to do this 
stuff. That doesn’t mean they can.” 


BACK ON THE FARM, Shaw and 
McCaffrey emerge from behind the 
practice field fence. The two old 
men are long gone. The player 
politely takes selfies with a waiting 
family, while the coach stops to 
chat with a couple of reporters. 

He’s immediately hit with a 
“2016: Comeback of the Running 
Back” question. With Drake and 
Future turned down, he accidentally 
(maybe) assumes the old-school 
role of LL Cool J. 

“T always like to see what kind 
of a label people come up with for 
a season,” Shaw says. “Yeah, other 
places might plan to use backs 
more, but when they hit October 
and times get tough, they'll go 
back to doing what they do. And 
we'll still do what we do. I wouldn't 
call it a comeback. Not here at 
Stanford. That’s how we've been 
here for years.” G

The run-pass and option responsibilities in 
Fedora’s spread offense can load a quarter- 
back’s plate, but starter Trubisky is in his 
fourth year in this system. The junior has never 
started, but he nearly won the job in 2014 
over Marquise Williams and even replaced an 
ineffective Williams for a game in 2015. He 
completed 40 of 47 attempts last season, and 
his 93.3 QBR was first nationally among quar- 
terbacks with at least 40 attempts.

Last year Jones missed four games, but his 
absence was never felt more than in the bowl 
game against Baylor—the Heels set a bowl 
record with 645 rushing yards allowed. No, it 
wasn't entirely because Jones wasn’t there, but 
it does help demonstrate just how central the 
6-foot-5, 300-pound junior defensive tackle 
is to the interior of a defense that was No. 121 
nationally against the rush last season. He 
could blossom into one of the conference’s 


better linemen after just 40 tackles last season.

Jeff Schoettmer and Shakeel Rashad 
accounted for most of the tackles from the 
linebacker position (223 combined] last 

fall. But now that they've graduated, sopho- 
more Andre Smith and junior Cayson Collins 
are the only returning linebackers with at least 
20 tackles in 2015—they combined for 91. 
Smith can play strong or inside linebacker, 
which gives the Heels flexibility as they fill 

out the unit with a number of younger players, 
led by early enrollee Jonathan Smith.

The defensive line returns several key players, 
including Ejuan Price, the ACC leader in sacks 
per game (0.89), who was granted a sixth year 
of eligibility.

© James Conner missed nearly all of last 
season with a knee injury, then was diagnosed 
with Hodgkin’s lymphoma in November. He has 
worked out with the team throughout his can- 
cer treatment, and Pitt hopes he returns this 
fall to his 2014 form, when he rushed for 1,765 
yards and 26 TDs.

Thomas was a Heisman Trophy dark horse 
after an impressive 2014 in which he was the 
third-best rushing QB in the FBS. But last year 
Thomas finished the season with 972 fewer 
total yards than he accumulated in 2014. 
That’s in large part due to reduced production 
rushing the ball: His 488 yards last year was 
less than half of his 2014 total on just 45 
fewer attempts. Georgia Tech can’t win the ACC 
without Thomas re-emerging as one of the 
conference’s best players and nearing 1,000 
rushing yards again.

Marshall led the team in rushing as a fresh- 
man last season, but more than a quarter 
of his 654 yards came against Alcorn State 
in the opener—and his team-leading season 
total would have been good for just fourth 
on the 2014 squad. Marshall brings unique 
speed to the position—his three rushes of 
50 yards or more was tied for second in the 
ACC. But he needs to produce against ACC 
teams; he had more than 10 rush attempts 
just twice in eight conference games last year.

10 FBS programs in 2015 to surrender

game. And though the senior QB’s knack for 
making plays with his legs (13 runs of 10-plus 
yards] confounded defenders, it also wore him 
down—Beathard played through hip and groin 
injuries for almost the entire year. Keeping 
him on the field is priority No. 1 {and 2, 3, 4...) 
because lowa is a middle-of-the-pack Big Ten 
West squad without Beathard. With him? It’s 
among the favorites to repeat.

The South Dakota product is not the fastest 
or strongest Big Ten wide receiver—just 50.8 
percent of his catches went for a first down 
or TD last year (league average: 61.1).

Now 
the Cowboys hope to restore their legacy:

Accuracy was an issue, 
as he completed less than 50 percent of his 
passes in four of his 13 starts, and his 55.3 
adjusted QBR was seventh in the Big 1e. But 
there is reason for optimism—Howard ended 
the season by setting Cactus Bowl records 
with 532 passing yards and five passing TDs 
in a 43-42 win over Arizona State.
